5 Te Farm.—Grass land (says ‘ The Post Magazine 
Q Almanac,” from which we derive this information) 


and old leys will require to be broken up this month 
or next, that is to say, if there has been sufficient rain 
to moisten them, for, if ploughed when dry, they will 
not give a clean, well-cut furrow. Feeding cattle 
should be taken from grass, if not done before, and let 
them be kept in we -sheltered stalls, but not too 
closely confined. This is a leisure month for erecting 
dry walls and fences, for hedging and ditching, grub- 
bing hedgerows, and cleaning borders; and planta- 
tions of trees may be formed in open weather. Do not 
plant Scotch firs, they are only fit to burn, Drain 
your young plantations, and keep the sheep out of 
them. Take care of your sheep when feeding on tur- 
nips; this is commonly a trying month with them, 
During this and the succeeding winter months the 
subsoil-plough may be advantageously used in open 
weather. Whatever out-door work remains to be com- 
pleted should be done now. 

Kitchen Garden.—Frame peas, Celery should be 
earthed up, and parsnips removed and laid up for 
winter use. Lettuces should be planted out under 
frames or hand-glasses, Remove the old stalks of 
artichokes, and protect their heads with a covering of 
half-rotten dung to keep off the frost. The asparagus 
beds should now be covered with mould, at least three 
inches deep, after the stems have been cut down, Dig 
up vacant ground to lie fallow. 

Weeds,.-—Weeds are not totally useless. Sow-thistles 
afford good food for rabbits or hogs ; the hog-weed, or 
cow-parsnip, is for either swine or cattle, Charlock, 
when drawn, may be given to cows, who are very fond 
of it. Nettles, fern, and the more Pes Pe hedge-weeds 
are, in Staffordshire, collected annually about mid- 
summer and burnt, their ashes being afterwards formed 
into balls, which are used in composing a lye for 
scouring and cleaning linen and other cloths, 

Fruit. Garden.—Prune the vine and other fruit- 
trees, Support newly planted standard trees, and 
manure borders where the soil is poor, Look over all 
sorts of fruit in the preserving cellar. 

Flower Garden.—The various species of chrysan- 
themum ornament our gardens and greenhouses, and 
a few stocks arein flower. The Virginia-creeper ap- 
pears beautiful, notwithstanding these short November 
days. Prepare compost for a new year by raking dead 
leaves, soil, sand, &c., in a heap, to turn over occa- 
sionally. Pour the brine, soap-suds, &c., from the 
house into it. ‘Transplant still all hardy kinds of 
flowering shrubs, &c, Clear the borders from dead 
annuals, leaves, stumps, &c. You may now plant 
some bulbous roots in water-glasses, to hisy early in 
the apartments of dwelling-houses, or more early in a 
hothouse, such as hyacinths, dwarf tulips, polyanthus 
narcissus, &c. :

One thing is certain: he is at this moment the most 
popular man in France, though assuredly the best- 
abused man in Paris. The National asks M, Thiers 
to speak out and say what he thinks of the Prince, 
We can reply that M, Thiers thinks him also the 
fittest man to be at the head of affairs. He knows 
well that those who oppose him are men of one idea 
only! The other day, as the Prince was passing through 
the lobbies of the Chamber, he saw his cousin Jerome 
talking to M. BE, Arago, who came up to Prince Louis 
and said, ‘*f have been telling your cousin that our 
reason for opposing you is that, even should you wish 
to remain in the pale of republicanism, you will be 
driven by the mass behind you to march towards a 
monarchy, for what impels you forward is the igno- 
rance of the country people and the imperial fetishism.”’ 
“But, M. Arago,” replied Louis Bonaparte, ‘ must 
not attention be paid to the majority?” ‘ And it is 
for that reason,” said M. Arago, “that I would post- 
pone the election of the President, in order that the 
nation may be told that you have no claim, either per- 
sonal or even borrowed, to the Presidency of the 
Republic; that the reflection of the extinguished star 
with which you seek to light yourself will be but a 
monarchical reflection.”’ ‘It appears to me,” replied 
Louis Napoleon, ‘‘that I can find in the past life of 
my uncle some remembrances of the Republic.” 
** Ah!” said M. Arago, ‘I understand what you mean. 
Your uncle was Consul before he was Emperor. Yes 
but that remembrance is not encouraging for us, for 
the Consul soon transformed himself, and the ‘mo- 
narchies have only left in our recollection the idea of 
the Emperor, Look at the poor country people, on 
whose votes yon reckon; they have in their humble 
cottages plaster busts and coloured prints, but who do 
they represent? Is it Bonaparte or Napoleon? And 
the lithographic prints which are now hawked about 
from village to village, and from workshop to work- 
shop, paid for by I know not whom, what period of the 
life of your uncle do they represent? Is he shown to 
the people as a general of the Republic, with the milj- 
tary costume of the immortal campaigns of Italy ? 
No; it is with the grey greatcoat of the Emperor and 
King ; in a word, it is Napoleon, always Napoleon, and 
never Bonaparte. That, sir, is why no sincere and 
enlightened Republican will vote for you.” M. Louis 
Bonaparte turned on his heel and walked away without 
saying a word,

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tions of science declared that the dreadful visitant 
of cholera was fast approaching our shores, the 
most fatal season of that calamity has passed, and 
we are now stepping into the comparative security 
of winter without any dreary waste of mortality 
to look back upon. Rumour and science have 
both, happily, had reason to turn in silence from 
those prophecies which they declared with such 
decision ; and the thousand-and-one empirics who 
thought to turn an honest penny by the public 
calamity may lock up their nostrums for another 
year, or relabel them for colds and rheumatisms, 
for which, doubtless, they will serve as well as for 
their Asiatic bane. And let those persons who 
have lived in fear and trembling since the summer 
months set in, holding pickles a mockery, and 
oysters a fatal delusion and snare, revive their 
spirits by a glance at the last quarterly return of 
the Registrar-General, whence it appears that, so 
far from the increase of mortality which we were 
sromised having been realized, the fact is that the 
deaths for the summer quarter of this threatened 
ear are actually below the average. Thus the 
account stands :—

So that we have fewer deaths by 6034 than in the 
corresponding quarter of the year before, and 7960 
less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 
1846; and the improvement of the public health 
over last year is three times as great as that year 
was over the year before—that is to say, in the 
summer quarter of those years, the most ‘season- 
able period for the ravages of cholera, 

We cannot, after the prospects which we were 
led to expect, be sufliciently thankful for this 
result, And it is worthy of remark that in all the 
cases of cholera which have occurred —supposings 
which is extremely doubtful, that they were yerit- 
able cases of Asiatic cholera, and not mere English 
cases, aggravated by bad air, bad or deticient food, 
and uncleanly habitations—there have been no 
symptoms of the epidemic character of the disease. 
Nor has an instance been recorded of persons sink- 
ing under it who had the means of generous living 
and good air and cleanliness, and who made use of 
them. Its ravages have been confined entirely to 


the localities of the poor; and, with this fact before ¢ 


us, would it not be infinitely more reasonable to 
ascribe the symptoms attending the alleged ** deaths 


from cholera” to the ill-fed and filthy condition of 
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the patients and their vicinities, and not to the 
resence of a calamity so dreadful as this plague ! 

But, while we are anxious to remove fears which 
are groundless, let us earnestly entreat that those 
sanitary precautions which prosperous persons 
have adopted for themselves, and the public au- 
thorities have adopted for the benefit of the poorer 
classes, be persevered in as matters for permanent, 
not for occasional, observance. How much of that 
decrease of mortality which the Registrar-General 
has recorded may be attributed to the care conse- 
quent on the cholera alarm amounts to a very 
simple inquiry, with a most obvious and satisfac- 
tory result. And now that we have learned how 
much may be done by ourselves in securing health : 
how nature is even more potent to ward off disease 
than medicine to defeat it; and what a vast acces- 
sion to the practice and the profits of medical men 
is made by the patient's negligence, we trust to 
the good sense of the world that the present extra- 
ordinary care will henceforth be established as an 
ordinary law. 


EMPLOYMENT OF THE POOR. 
Berorz the winter sets in, in full severity, a 
number of right-minded people have dedicated 
their time, energies, and means, in order to pro- 
vide employment for those thousands of poor who 
must otherwise starve or burden the already 
oppressed ratepayers with an addition to parish 
levies. Mr. B. B. Cabbell heads this movement, 
and has gathered to his aid many persons of public, 
and many more of private, influence, who have 
taken up the cause with a spirit equally honourable 
to themselves and prophetic of success. 

The use which we would make of this announce- 
ment is, to urge on all our readers the propriety of 
doing their utmost to aid the movement by adding, 
in any way which presents itself, to the employ- 
ment of the poor, There are few persons who are 
not in the habit of doing for themselves what 
could now and then, if not frequently, put a few 
shillings in the way of those who stand much 
more in need of them than the amateur labourer 
needs the saving. And, if even employment were 
invented—if the wealthy or moderately prosperous 
would set their minds to make wants, and, conse- 
quently, work, in order to assist the less fortunate 
of their fellow-countrymen—the result would be 
infinitely more pleasing than a pound or two 
added to the year’s profits or a luxury to the table. 
Nor let those we address hold back from entering 
into the spirit of the new movement because what 
each individual could afford would be but a drop 
in the bucket. The ocean itself is composed of 
drops; and if every one were to adopt this way of 
reasoning the bucket would be dry.

Lovis Bonararre.—The Constitutionnel comes for- 
ward and, in the name of M. Thiers, avows its distrust 
of General Cavaignac, and its belief in the probability 
that Prince Louis will be the future President, nor 
does it object to such a result M. Thiers declares 
that as far as regards the ‘* Prince Louis Napoleon” he 
has not the honour even of his acquaintance, and there- 
fore cannot have agreed to take any part in his 
government should the Prince be elected. The im- 
portance of this avowal from the Constitutionnel can- 
not be over-estimated, and is the most puissant mani- 
festo that has yet been issued in favour of the Prince. 

Vipnna.—Letters have been received in Paris from 
Vienna, dated the 27th ult., announcing that Prince 
Windischgriita had granted the insurgents forty-eight 
hours further to surrender, 

Canapa.—Lhe Provineial Parliament has again 
been prorogued from the 12th of October to the Toth 
of November. The proclamation in the Gazette does 
not intimate that the Parliament is to meet at the 
latter date for “despatch of business ;”’ but the general 
impression is that it will meet before the Ist of De- 
cember, A destructive fire occurred in Griffintown, a 
suburb of Montreal, on the morning of Oct, 12, 

Unirep Srares.—The British and North American 
royal mail steam-ship Cambria arrived in the Mersey 
on Tuesday night, bringing sixty-live passengers.

THE QUEEN’S VISIT TO WINDSOR FAIR,

Last week her Majesty left the castle in an open 
pony-phaeton, the Prince driving, General Wemyss 
and Colonel Seymour attending on horseback, In. 
stead of leaving the castle, as usual, by the grand 
entrance leading to the Great Park, his Royal 
Highness drove down the Castle-hill, in the direc- 
tion of the town, through a considerable crowd of 
visitors, among whom was a large party of the 
French National Guard, and at the bottom of the 
hill, to the Erect gratification of the people, the 
Prince turned to the left, and passed at a gentle 
pace through the very heart of the fair, amidst all 
the din and clatter of gongs and trumpets,— 
Windsor October fair just then being in all its 
noisy glory, Her Majesty seemed much amused by 
the scene; and, having passed through the fair 
amidst the hearty greetings of the multitude, the 
Queen and Prince drove out of the town along the 
Frogmore road, stopping at Frogmore-lodge to 
pay a short visit to the Duchess of Kent, and re- 
turning to the castle by the grand entrance between 
the Towers of York and Lancaster,

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INDIA. 
THE WAR IN MOOLTAN. 

An express from Marseilles has brought advices 
and papers from India in anticipation of the overland 
mail of the 8rd of October from Bombay. ‘The dates 
are, Calcutta to the 22nd of September, Madras to the 
25th, and Bombay to the 8rd of October. 

Frontier affairs have assumed a much more serious 
aspect. The intelligence is unsatisfactory alike re- 
specting the operations before Mooltan and the gene- 
ral state of the Punjab, Our forces in that direction 
have suffered a check in consequence of the defection 
of the auxiliary Sikh troops. Just as the operations 
of General Whish’s brigade had commenced in the 
most brilliant manner, Shere Singh, with the force of 
nearly 6000 men under his command, went over to the 
Dewan, evidently upon a iste ta plot—an event 
which compelled General Whish instantly to change 
his tactics, to raise the siege, and, having made a re- 
trograde movement, to unite his forces in an en- 
trenched camp at some fifteen miles from the citadel 
there to await in a more favourable position the june- 
tion of the reinforcements from Ferozepore and Scinde, 
Two engineer officers had since, it appears, fallen into 
the hands of the enemy, Moolraj, by Shere Singh’s 
defection, had augmented his adherents to about 20,000 
men, with the probability of a further accession of 
nearly as many more. Chutter Singh, the rebel leader 
in the Hazareh, was marching with about 10,000 men 
to join the Dewan; and, although Gholab Singh had 
not more positively than heretofore gone over to the 
conenseeey. two of his regiments, with stores and bag- 
gage, ha left to join the Hazareh Sikhs, At Lahore 
the features of this frontier rebellion were not less 
pronounced, although happily, from our excellent 
measures of defence, there the circumstance occasions 
no ground for ultimate apprehension as to our hold 
upon the capital. We find, however, that several 
other Sirdars of the Durbar had been found to be im- 
plicated, and that in consequence of this fact the Re- 
sident, on receipt of the intelligence from Mooltan, 
had at once secured under a guard the person of 
Dhuleep Singh, as a hostage, to influence those who 
wavered, as well ag to frustrate attempts made by the 
Sikhs in arms to aoe possession of the Maharajah’s 

erson, The Resident had also, we are told, laid 

ands on the famous Koh-i-noor diamond, as a mea- 
sure of similar precaution. 

Troops were being poured into Scinde by sea from 
Bombay, to occupy the line of the middle Indus, and 
to march, should their services be required, upon the 
punjab. The Bombay force when united would amount 
to about 10,000 men. Some of the Madras regiments 
would reinforce the Bombay stations, at the same 
time that a general advance was preparing from the 
Bengal fronticr. From the latter direction a well- 
apportioned force, amounting to about 20,000 men, 
would march upon Mooltan, under General Gilbert. 
No troops could, it appears, be spared from Lahore, 
but it was considered the cavalry regiments still left 
in Ferozepore would be quite sufficient to keep open 
the line of communication with the camp of General 
Whish ; in other words, to frustrate any rising between 
him and the capital. Under these circumstances 
the position of the British force in the field, strongly 
entrenched, with a park of artillery of 70 guns, and 
their flank on the river, at some fifteen miles from 
Mooltan, may be regarded as secure under any con- 
tingeney. nash daca 

n the whole, happily, there appears ever 

for belief that the preparations ane eh eh Ge 
sides of India to retrieve the check we have described 
are on & seale of magnitude probably commensurate 
rather with the extent of past supineness in its exag- 
erated reaction, than the actual degree of danger. 
uch, at least, is the opinion of parties who from the 
first were urgent for the adoption of active measures, 
and who at present are the least alarmed by the ulti- 
mate features the outbreak has assumed, or inclined 
to doubt of a speedy and successful termination. 
Mooltan would now be attacked by separate armies 
from the south and from the north, when, it has been 
affirmed, mere detachments in the earlier months 
would have sufficed; but, it is added, that there now 
appears every probability that, long before the Bombay 
army shall have reached the seat of war, the few regi- 
ments that have already arrived without orders from 
head-quarters—namely, the Rifle Brigade from Scinde, 
and the European cavalry from Ferozepore, will 
supply what is wanting to ‘our troops who are in the 
presence of the enemy; and that General Whish, with 
a body of picked infantry, European and native, and 
some 3000 cavalry (an arm hitherto deficient), which 
will have reached him, with a park of field and siege 
artillery, and under the prestige of recent success, 
will certainly reap the honours of the campaign, 
should the temerity of the Dewan, or the precipitancy 
of his forces, tempt them, as is not unlikely, to an 
attack, ‘This opinion seems borne out by other details

The following particulars will be perused with in- ¢ 
terest after the above general view of the state of 
affairs in India :—On the morning of the 4th of Sep- 
tember the siege train arrived and took up its po- 
sition in the open space reserved for it. It consisted 
of 34 pieces of heavy ordnance. It was accompanied 
by an escort of the 11th Irregular Horse and 49th Na- 
tive Infantry; 280 bullock-carts and 3500 camels 
were required to carry their stores; and such was the 
length of the train that the head of it had arrrived at 


Mooltan before the other extremity had got out of 
camp eight miles behind. On the 5th a grand parade 
of all the troops was ordered, and a royal salute was 


fired in honour of the occasion. Prize-agents were 
at this time appointed by the general rather prema- 
turely, as will presently appear. This was returned 
by acontinued discharge from the ramparts, which 
proved harmless, the shot having fallen short. A 
proclamation was now made and distributed about the 
town, intimating that for the next twent -four hours 
such of the inhabitants as desired it would find pro- 
tection in camp ; after this no one would be suffered 
to pass the gates. On the evening of the 6th the 
mortar batteries opened, and a large number of shells 
were thrown into the town, doing considerable injury, 
and occasioning the utmost alarm, Rungram Singh, 
a kinsman and principal officer of the Dewan, had been 
detected communicating with the Lahore Durbar, 
and was in consequence thrown into prison by his 
master, Six 18-pounders and four 8-inch mortars 
were ordered to be advanced towards the town in 
the course of the night. The howitzers and mortars 
were to be put in position about 1200 yards from the 
south-east angle of the town, and, when the suburbs 
and intervening grounds were cleared of the enemy by 
their fire, the 18-pounders were to be moved up within 
400 or 500 yards of the walls, and battering to be com- 
menced. A breach was expected to be established in 
the course of the day, when the town was to be carried 

by assault; the storming party to consist of her Ma- 

jesty’s 32nd, the 49th and Bist Native Infantry, to be 

accompanied as far as possible by M‘Kenzie’s Horse 

Artillery. It was expected that the storm would be 

attempted late in the afternoon of the 7th, or at day- 

break on the 8th. Further consideration induced the

‘They took shelter in a village § 
right under the guns of the city and fort; from this 
they were quickly driven at the bayonet’s point by our 
troops—nor did they slacken their speed till fairly 
within the town. The Dewan continued to play his 
guns unceasingly from the walls; the shots passed 
over the heads of the parties for whom they were 
intended, and came rolling down towards the camp. 
The sappers and miners continued incessantly at work 
in the trenches, 800 Europeans taking the place over- 
night of a corresponding number of Sepoys kept at 
work throughout the day, On the morning of the 8th 
the 62nd Native Infantry made an attack upon 
another outpost; they fired a heavy volley into the vil- 
lage, and then drove the enemy before them at the 
bayonet’s point; scarcely any injury was sustained by 
them. Throughout the day it was held by three com- 
panies of the 62nd. On the following morning the 
52nd was relieved by the 49th, and the post previously 
held by the three companies of the former was now 
occupied by a like number of the latter corps, amount- 
ing to 120, under a captain and a esd naa The 
enemy were in possession of a strong post, about a 
hundred yards m front; from this they maintained 
a dropping matchlock fire on us, so well directed that 
the moment a man showed himself he was sure to be 
hit.

Dreapruu Exp.Losion.—Tuirty Persons 
KILLap.—WHITEHAVEN.—The population of this ex- 
tensive mining district, among whom casualties arising 
from gaseous explosions are by no means uncommon, 
have been thrown into a state of consternation by a 
catastrophe more than ordinarily destructive of human 
life, as far as the pits immediately around are concerned, 
and by which, with one truly wonderful exception, the 
whole number of hands engaged in the Whinny-hill 

it, leased by the Hematite Mining come have 
Bae killed, Of these men 17 were married, and leave 
behind them each a widow, and, in the whole, 52 
children; while 13, three being lads of the tender age 
of 12 and 13, were unmarried. The mine at which 
the accident occurred is about three miles from White- 
haven, and within the lordship of Egremont. The 
accident took place between six and seven o’clock in the 
morning. The number employed in the pit was 31, 
only one of whom escaped—the furnace-man, stationed 
in the shaft, having also succeeded in saving his own 
life. Eighteen bodies were brought up, some in a 
dreadfully mutilated state, and on these Mr. Bragg 
has held an inquest at Cleator-moor, the parish in 
which the pit is situated.

children; his son John, 17; John Hall, 30, wife and 
three children; W. Lish, 23, wife and two children; 
Patrick Kelley, 31, wife only; John Cummins, 24, 
wife and two children. A young lad named Ward, 
aged 13, was the only sufferer brought from the pit 
alive ; but he expired in a few hours afterwards from 
the severe burns he had sustained about the face and 
mouth. Upon this body Mr. Lumb held an inquest in 
the adjoining parish of Hensingham, as also upon 
the bodies of four others, namely, John Atkinson, 
aged 32, wife and two children; James Millby, aged 26, 
wife and two children; his brother John, aged 18, 
unmarried; and James Harrison, 29, also single. 
These inquests were held on Monday night; but, as the 
proceedings left the question of ventilation only par- 
tially disposed of, the subject was conclusively investi- 
gated on the following evening, when Mr. Lumb 
changed the scene of his labours to Whitehaven, and 
sat upon two other sufferers, named William Dryden, 
aged 23, single man; and George Watson, aged 19. 
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Accidents and Offences. 


Rainway Acctpentrs,— On the North 
British Railway two labourers were killed, while walk- 
ing along it last week, by being run over by an engine 
and trucks, the unfortunate men not having heard the 
whistle.—On the Edinburgh and Granton Railway a 
guard, named Robert Kera, was killed last week by 
being thrown from the train. He having risen from 
his seat, it is supposed, under the impression that all 
the bridges were passed, his head came in collision 
with an arch, 


AccIDENT ON THE LoNDON anp Norru- 
WESTERN Rariway.—On Tuesday an accident, at- 
tended with most lamentable consequences, occurred 
to the Caledonian express down train, which left the 
Euston station at five minutes past nine o’clock a.m, 
The engine ran off the line at the curve about half a 
mile south of Weedon station, drawing four carriages 
along with it; two other carriages and the guard's 
brake remained on the rails. The driver, Katon, and 
the firemen, were severely scalded, but fortunately 
none of the passengers were hurt, except two, who 
were slightly scratched. ‘The carriages were very 
much damaged, By the exertions of the railway 
people the engine and carriages were removed, and 
the traffic proceeded as usual, the passengers being 
forwarded on their journey by the trains that were 
kept waiting in consequence of the accident. Mr, 
M‘Connell, the superintendent of the locomotive 
department, was sent down to make inquiries as to 
the cause of the accident; but, although assisted by 
some experienced persons, no satisfactory reason has 
been discovered, the rails being quite sound, and the 
engine apparently perfect. No suspicion whatever of 
carelessness or want of skill is attachable to the 
driver, the disaster being clearly the result of accident. 
The value of the damage is estimated to be not less 
than £2000. 


Tra anp GunrowpER.—A collier working 
in the Pentrefelen Pit, near Llangafelach, nearly met 
his death under the following singular circumstances. 
He had brought with him a supply of food for his 
meals, among other things a pot of strong tea. Ina 
similar pot he had with him a more dangerous com- 
panion, a pound and a half of gunpowder. At the 
usual hour for the meal the man took up the Re and 
set it on the fire. It was the pot of gunpowder, not 
tea, The result was an explosion, which burnt the 
Man and a boy, and five who were at the time in a 
shed near the works with him. Fortunately the in- 
juries received by the sufferers, though severe, are not 
Auch as to endanger their lives—a circumstance which 
they owe, in great part, to the shed being open, and 
the roof partly uncovered. 


Toure Murper at Braprorp, — On 
ae morning, Robert Slater, aged 44, living at 
ieee il was found drowned in the Bradford Beck, 
aoe ustler’s-yard, in Leeds-road. How he was 
owned and came there was not known. He was a

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quiet man, of sober habits, but, celebrating a wedding 
of some friends, he was at the Royal Hotel, in 
Thornton-road, till the late hour of two o’clock on 
Tuesday morning. He left about that time, somewhat 
the worse for liquor, but appacen capable of finding 
his way home. He had been exceedingly merry 
during the evening, and some of his associates had 
played a practical joke or two upon him, but no quarrel 
occurred. He was last seen alive in Legrams, and he 
was there leaning upon the wall, as if taking his rest, 
or finding it difficult to proceed. It was thought he 
might have wandered into the town, and, missing his 
way, have got into the beck; but where or how could 
not be imagined. He had no marks of violence upon 
the body to indicate foul treatment, and, as the beck 
was not high, although rain had fallen during the 
night, it could not be supposed that he had been 
floated from a higher part of the stream. The whole 
matter appeared wrapped in mystery, when Joseph 
Foster, a woolcomber, about 36 years of age, gave 
himself up to Tilley, police-officer, stating that he had 
thrown Slater over the Sun-bridge ; that he (Foster) 
was tired of his life, and he did not care what was the 
end of it. An inquest was held on the body, when a 
verdict of “ Wilful murder’? was returned, and the 
prisoner, who was present during the whole proceed- 
ings, and appeared quite unmoved, was committed to 
York Castle on the coroner’s warrant. 


DestrucTION of CAMBERWELL BREWERY 
AND SEVERAL Hovsyes BY Fire. — On Saturday 
morning last a fire took place at Camberwell-green, 
which lasted for the space of six hours, and caused a 
considerable amount of damage. The flames were 
first discovered at about eta go one in the morning, 
in a house on the northern side of the green, near the 
well-known tavern called the Mother Red Cap, occu- 
pied as offices by Messrs. Fleming, the proprietors of 
the Camberwell-green Ale and Porter Brewery. Mr. 
Dance, the occupier of the house adjoining, was the 
first to discover the fire, by reason of the smoke pass- 
ing through to his own house. Mr. Dance immediately 
got up, and, having aroused his family, raised an 
alarm, and messengers were despatched for the en- 
gines. The West of England, London Establishment, 
County, and parish engines were speedily on the spot, 
when it was discovered that Mr. Dance’s house, as 
well as the spacious brewery belonging to Messrs. 
Fleming and Co., was in flames, besides the house in 
which the fire was first discovered. Owing to the 
strong wind, and the highly ignitable matters con- 
tained in the brewery, the flames soon reached a most 
alarming hold. ‘The supply of water was so limited 
that the first exertions of the firemen were directed to- 
wards saving the adjoining houses. This attempt, 
however, was not altowet er successful, and it was 
found impossible to prevent the flames catching the 
large club-room attached to the Red Cap tavern, and 
they shortly afterwards extended to the premises occu- 
pied by Mr. Keff, ham and beef shop, and Mr. Green, 
utcher. ‘The whole of the buildings connected with 
the brewery were by this time wrapped in flames. 
Every exertion was made to ae the fire, but it was 
not effectually subdued until eight o’clock. The pro- 
perty destroyed by this disastrous event will amount to 
a considerable sum, the whole of Messrs, Fleming’s 
premises being totally consumed. Respecting the 
origin of the fire nothing satisfactory has yet been as- 
certained, but it is the opinion of the proprictors of 
the brewery that it was the work of an incendiary. 
From certain circumstances which have come to light, 
a person has been given into custody on suspicion of 
having committed the atrocious act, and his examina- 
tion before the magistrate on Saturday at the Lambeth 
Police Court will be found at length in our police 
reports,

ACCIDENT ON THE YORK AND Newoasriy 
Raitway.—An accident occurred near the Boldon 
station of the York, Newcastle, and Berwick line on 
Sunday.

Srranp THEATRE.—This little theatre would 
seem destined to go through a course of managers— 
they come like shadows, so depart-—each freah leeace 
deeming his plans and projects sure of success, Mr. 
Hooper, the new candidate, entered upon his specula- 
tion on Monday night, with a tolerable acting company, 
but with no single name to attract public attention 
nor with any dramatic novelty to excite curiosity. 
This, in the present improved state of the metropolitan 
minor theatres, is, we think, ill advised, and cannot 
by possibility be successful, if a judgment may be 
deduced from Mr. Hooper’s playbilt.

It was rumoured early in the week, in Dublin, that 
Mr. MraGuen, with Messrs. O’Brien, M‘Manus, and 
O'Donoghue, had arrived there from Clonmel, for the 

urpose of abiding the issue of the writ of error at 
its initiatory stages before the judges of the Queen’s 
Bench. The report was unfounded. The prisoners 
will, however, as a matter of course, come up in a few 
days under the writ of habeas co; #8, which issued 
on the opening, on Thursday, of Michaelmas Term. 
THE WRIT OF ERROR, 

Without expressing a personal opinion on the sta- 
bility of the grounds upon which the friends and 
counsel of the state convicts rest 
their hopes of the successful issue 
of the writ of error, somehow or other 
the notion is becoming prevalent 
that, after all, there is a probability 
of the state trials of 1848 proving as 
miserable a mockery of justice as 
that which just four years since fur- 
nished so happy an illustration at 
once of the uncertainty of the law, 
and the doubtful discretion of its re- 
cognised administrators. It is said 
here that, so confident were Mr. 

Smith O’Brien’s agents in the va- 
lidity of the points upon which they 
rely for their appeal to the House 
of Lords—namely, the refusal of 
the list of witnesses, a copy of the 
jury panel, and the ten days’ notice 
to plead, according to the English 
practice—that the writ of error was 
actually drawn up and approved by 
eminent counsel several ays prior 
to the opening of the special com- 
mission in Clonmel. Indeed, :the 
only anxiety was lest the Crown 
lawyers should, by acceding to the 
applications made on behalf of the 
prisoners, cut away the ground for 
resort to the higher tribunal. This 
mortification was, however, spared, 
and in the meantime both parties 
will, between this and the meeting 
of Parliament, have ample time to 
contemplate the ultimate chances 
of defeat or victory, With respect 
to the principal personage whose 
fate is involved in the issue, he, it 
is currently reported, is filling up 
his dreary leisure by framing articles 
of impeachment against his prose- 
cutors—Ministerial and judicial— 
which he expects to submit to the 
assembled Commons of England 
before the next session is many 
weeks old.

Being out walking 
With her one evening after his marriage, they were met bya 
woman who abused her, and said she was a married woman. 
Other circumstances coming to his knowledge he sent his 
mother to make inquiries at Bethnal-green Church, and there 
found that the prisoner was married on the 19th of May, 1846, 
at that church, to Henry Taylor. He in consequence got the 
certificate, and, with his own, took it to the ‘Thames Police 
Court, and she was subsequently taken into eustody.—Cross- 
examined; I did not press her to marry me. She asked me 
and pressed me, and I said, ** I did not care much about it, 
but I did notmind if I did.” (Langhter.) I had been married 
about four months when I gave her in custody.—The registers 
of the two marriages were then put in and proved.—Mr. 
Robinson said he could not for one moment doubt that an 
offence against the law had been committed, but still no great 
injury had been done, and the history of the case was this :— 
The prisoner had been ill used by her husband, and in a 
moment of revenge she had married again; and he trusted the 
court would take a favourable view of her offence, Her first 
husband was then somewhere in the neighbourhood, and most 
anxious to take her back again.—The jury found her Guilty.— 
Mr. Bullock said she had been guilty of an offence, and could 
not expect to entirely escape punishment. Still it is true 
that no great harm had been done, and he should sentence 
her to be imprisoned and kept to hard labour for one month.

CHARGE OF EMBEZZLEMENT AND ARSON, 

At Lambeth S. iS. Mickleburgh was charged on suspicion 
with having wilfully set fire to the premises of Mr. W, H. 
Fleming, brewer, of Camberwell-green (an account of the 
burning of whose premises will be found in another column), 
and also with embezzling upwards of £100. The prisoner 
had been in the service of Mr. W. H. Fleming as confidential 
clerk for eight or nine years, and had been discharged about 
a month, Since his discharge some irregularities had been 
discoyered in the accounts, which led to their investigation, 
and it was found that upwards of £100, received by the pri- 
soner, had not been properly accounted for. The Messrs. 
Fleming sent for the prisoner on Friday morning, and he 
admitted that some of the entries were irregular, but declared 
that the whole of the moneys received by him had been 
regularly paid in, ‘The Messrs. Fleming told him they did 
not wish to take him by surprise, but should allow him to 
remain at large, and bring a solicitor or friend with him on 
the following (Saturday) morning, to go through a regular 
examination of the accounts, with the view of ascertaining 
the exact amount of the deficiency, This arrangement having 
been decided on, the books were placed in an iron safe in the 
counting-house, and locked up in the prisoner’s presence. 
On the same night, or rather at ten o’clock, a fire originated 
in the counting-house, where the books were placed, which 
led to the total destruction of the whole of Mr, Fleming’s 
premises, and the consumption of property amounting to over 
(3000, and also to the burning of two valuable horses. The 
suspicion entertained towards the prisoner arose from the fact 
of his having been found on the preinises shortly after the 
breaking out of the fire, the fire itself having occurred at the 
very place where the books were deposited, and the benefit he 
might derive from the destruction of the books containing the 
false entries, and by which alone his guilt could be established. 
‘The books, however, have escaped destruction.-Mr. H. Dance,
